All Agency persbnnel 
who participated in thé experiment believe that the machines open 
up the possibility of developing a machine indexing method for 
gearching reference material on a scale adequate to meet Agency 
requirements. A project is being established to deve;op such an 
4ndexing system which will be dewigned to fully utilize the 
potential of the "Luhn" machines and which will serve the 

needs of this Agency as well as other Govt, departments such as 
AEC, LC and Patent Office, etce In order to test the indexing 
system during the development period, it will be necessary to 
have a unit of machines available for processing a limited 
amount of indexed material.
